THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO POW-

A Silly Rumor Corrected—Alleged Corrup- 
tion of the London Corporation — A 
Bloody Uprising in Zanzibar—The Sec- 
ond German Elections—Police Attacked 
by a Mobin Ireland—Newfoundland’s 
Sensation—Foreign News.

LONDON, March 2.—The report of the revolt 
of the garrison in Silistria, and the statement 
of the Times’ correspondent that the Russo- 
phile party tried hard to produce an appear- 
ance of disturbances, isin striking confirma- 
tion of my yesterday’s message. Thewtory of 
the revolt, given by Hava'’s agency, is sup- 
ported by the fact of no telegrams being 
received from Buigaria.

CHICAGO, Iil., March 2.—Judge Tuley was 
engaged allthe morning in the now famous 
case of Ida M. Buwman against Frank J. Bow- 
man, the St. Louis lawyer. The plaintiff, a 
pretty woman, with red full lips, sat beside 
her attorneys, Hogan, Case € Hogan, and the 
defendant, a man small of stature acted as his 
own counsel. The motion was to suspend 
payment of alimony and counselors’ fees as 
ordered by Judge Tuley a few days ago. 

WHEN COURT OPENED, 
the complainant’s counsel called the Court’s 
attention to the fact that the defendant had 
failed to comply with the order of February 
15, and insisted that it be fulfilled before he 
was allowed to be heard. The Court said there 
was only one week’s alimony due. 

**No; three weeks,’’ persisted Mr. Case. 

‘*‘Three weeks now,’’ replied the Court, 
with a pleasant smile, ‘‘but only one week 
when this motion was entéred.’’ 

The Court said if he had done wrong in 
granting the alimony it was his duty to give 
the defendanta chance to satisfy the Court 
that a wrong had been done him. Ifthe Court 
could be satisfied that any wrong had been 
done he could suspend the payment. 

‘*The discussion here of the evidence,’’ he 
said, ‘‘shall be on matters affecting the same. 
I will hear no arguments on the question of 
the jurisdiction. The defendant has sub- 
mitted himself by three separate motions in 
this court andI will not hear any arguments 
on that point; but I will hear affidavits and 
arguments on the point of alimony. I will 
also limit the arguments to an hour on each 
side.’’ 

MR. BOWMAN 
said he appeared before the Court not because 
ofthe amount of money involved, but because 
of the welfare of his legally wedded wife and 
of his own honor, and the matter at issue in- 
volved the lawful honor of every married 
woman in Illinois. One ground for the motion 
was, he said, that the Court in granting 
the order was imposed upon. Letters were 
presented which the defendant had never 
been given achance tosee. The letters ad- 
dressed to Ida M. Bowman from and after 
June 2, as proof conclusive that it was the de- 
fendant’s object to recognize her as his wife. 
In the Chicago directory of 1876, pub- 
lished and distributed prior to June 27, 
appears the name of Mrs. Ida M. Bowman. 


He said she did not assume the name of 


Mrs. Frank J. Bownan, and had she at- 
tempted to he would have immediately en- 
joined her from sodoing, but when she took 
the name of Ida Bowman he could 
do nothing.

While reading from his newspaper clippings 
Mr. Bowman was interrupted by the Court who 
asked him what he was reading.

After a few words with 
some Councilmen who happened to bse 


at the ball, Butler left saying ‘‘the dog’s 
dead.’’ The opposition had unexpectedly set 
to work and accomplished the defeat of the 
bill beyond any question. Straub was absent 
and Frank was the only member who voted 
for the measure. The Adams advocates are 
disgusted with the results, which have ren- 
dered reconsideration almost hopeless.

THE DESTRUCTION OF A BODY. 


Humor and the Horrible at the Wake of 

| Charles Murphy—Drungen Mates of the 
Dead Man Placed in Coffins by Sober 
Companions — The Last Night Above 
Ground—Murphy the Son of Wealthy 
Parents—Burial this Afternoon. 


Charles Murphy was a river man and ted the 
wild reckless life of some of his class. Last 
night his corpse was “‘waked’’ at Chris Scha- 
wacker’s livery stable at 414 South Third 
street, where a scene as wild and reckless a3 
any he had ever participated in, was enacted. 
Murphy was well liked. He was generous, 


true to his friends, and kind, though 
rough. He damned the impecunious 
applicant for charity, then gave with 


anopenhand. His leisure time was princi- 
pally spent in the neighborhood most fre- 
quented by rivermeneast of Fourth street. 
He had many friends, but had he awakened 
from his tast sleep and sat up in his coffin 
this morning he would have had consider- 
able trouble in recognizing many of the faces 
about his bier. Murphey was admitted to the 
United States Marine Hospital where he died 


yesterday. His age was given as 44 
years; his birthplace, the State of 
Louisiana; his occupation, seaman ; 


but opposite the columns of social condition 
the certificate bore the words, ‘‘Not known.’’ 
His body was sent up to Schawacker’s stables, 
and the news soon spread that Charley 
Murphy was dead, and a wake would be held 
last night. Many of the dead man’s friends 
and acquaintances called to take alook at the 
dead man. There were weather-beaten 


old river men who in their simple 
vocabulary Fear age: oy on the lesson 
and refiected that their time could not 
be far off. There were others younger, 


heartier and less impressed by the death of a 
companion. Several women were among the 
visitors. Old women who had washed and 
mended for the dead man and been liberally 
paid called to look atthe remains. Younger 
women, dressed in flashy colors and stiffly 
starched skirts and wearing highly improDa- 
ble blooms on their dissipated faces, dropped 
in for want of abetter way to spendan odd 
day. The body was arrangedin aneat but 
not a costly ooffin. Friends of the dead 
man had volunteered to pay for all the 
furnishings for a funeral for the dead man, 
who bad often contributed forthe same pur- 
pose on the death of other old river men. A 
supply of stimulants to

during the night was laid in early in the even- 
ing. A keg of beer was tapped. At night the 
watchers began to assemble, and the under- 


taking-room, in whioh the coffin was 
placed, was filled with men and 
women. As the night advanced, the 


women withdrew as well as some of the o)der 
men who needed rest. The seven candles at 
the head of the corpse were trimmed and the 
watchers settled down for the remainder of 
the night. The ‘‘rounds’’ of beer were al- 
ternated with more stimulating liquor and the 
air grew heavy with tobacco smoke. The 
liquor was beginning to take effect on several 
of the members of the company. They reviewed 
the good points of the dead man’s character 
and many an incident and story was ex- 
changed with a conclusion pointing to the 
Gead man’s kindheartedness and sincerity to 
his friends. ‘‘Musn’’ Maloney, who is well 
kriOown in the neighborhood, sat beside the 
corpse, but took his drink whenever it came 
to histurn. Noimmediate relative of the de- 
ceased was present with the powers to regulate 
the proceedings and the crowd became more 
demonstrative as the night advanced. 
Shortly after midnight an accident 
occurred which had a suggestion of the horri- 
ble which struck the most befuddied of the 
company and sobered the most maudlin of the 
mourners. ‘‘Mush’’ Maleney had taken more 
strong drink than he could well carry and, 
according to the statement of the more sober 
attendants, he caused the accident. He 
moved in his chairand attempted to rise, 
when suddenly one end of the coffin fell from 
its stand tothe floor. The corpse siid down 
from its former resting place as the candles 
shaken from the table dropped to the floor. 
The lighted candles which spluttered on the 
floor were quickly restored to their places as 
the building was in danger of fire. The corpse 
was readjusted in the coffin and the coffin was 
replaced on the stands. The accident was 


charged to 

‘‘MUSH’’ MALONEY’S 
loss of balance. He was accused of having 
butted bis head against the’ coffin 
in his attempt to _ rise to his feet. 


As the night wore on, the men drank more of 
the liquor, and long before dawn some of them 
were as unconscious of the surroundings as 
the dead man inthe coffin. Asthey lay about 
the floor the idea struck some one that the re- 
maining hours which were dragging sicwly 
might be enlivened with a little harmless 
sort. Some plain pine coffins were obtained 
li the atable, and into these three of the 
drunken mourners were slid to sleep off the 
effects of the liquorand wake with whatever 
sensations they might. The jokers soon ran 
short of coffins as others succumbed to the 
influence of the liquor which flowed without 
stint. Three more dropped off, and as there 
were no more coffins the jokers placed the tops 
on those already filled and stretched the last 
victims out ontop ofthese. Listening to their 
maudlin murmurings the other mourners 

assed the remaining hours of the night. 

fhen day broke preparations were made for 
the funeral, andthe sieeping mourners were 
shakenup to make ready for the last cere- 
monies of the burial,

A BEFUDDLED WAKER NEARLY CAUSES | 
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THE BRAILBOADS. 
ene ‘ 
Responsibility of the Rate War Being 
Fixed. 


The cutting of rates on Eastbound traffic 
by the agents-continues, with but litthe effect 
on the movement, however, as mone but the 
heaviest kind of reduction can move what 
freight there is here. A shipper stated that 
he had been promiséd a rate of 20 cents 
on a large shipment of corn, some 200 cars or 
so, to Newport News. This cut is the biggest 
that has been offered in the market so far. The 
following telegram throws some light on the 
question as to where the responsibility rests: 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. : 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 2,—It has leaked 
out this morning that freight rates from St. 
Louis to this city and Atlanta were cut about 
20 per cent. The reduction was made on meat, 
grain and hay. The Mobile & Ohio is charged 
with having cut rates secretly for more than 
two months past, which provoked what now 
seems will be a disastrous rate war. 


The New York Conference, 


New York, March 2.—At the conference of 
traffic managers, freight agents, and railroad 
vice-Presidents and managers, held 
here to-day, the classification committees 


report, on which the agents and managers 
have been at work forthe past ten days, was 
discussed. The Central Traffic Association 
was strongly represented, and Mercer Slaugh- 
ter of the Southern Passenger Association took 
part unofficially inthe proceedings. The re- 
port of the committee was accepted by the 
conference as read. 

It is understood that the adjustment of rates 
roposed in the report has given genera! satis- 
action to the raitroad men. The committee 

appointed to consider the system of 
wholesale reductions of traveling oom- 
panies and excursion parties, will make its 
report this week. Some of the Western men 
were in favor of applying the new law very 
strictly, but the Eastern agents took a dif- 
ferent view of the question and consider that 
the present system, with some slight modifi- 
cation, will not conflict with the new Inter- 
state Commerce law. It is expected that the 
conference will arrive at a definite under- 
standing to-day. 


Begin Over Again. 


CHICAGO, Ill., March 2.—In addition to the 
report prepared by the Western officialsin the 
interstate law the Central Traffic Association 
general passenger agents added questions of 


general policy as to whether it would not be a 
most opportune time to stop all payments of 
commissions, stop dealing with scalpers and 
make u united effortto drive them out of the 
business; abolish mileage tickets, which,

CHAIN OF ROCKS. 


WILL PROBABLY BE THE SITE OF THE 
MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE. 


A Bridge Can Be Built There for $1,500,- 
000 Which Will Cost $3,500,000 Else- 
where—President Oobb Believes Chain 
of Rocks the Best Site—The Directors’ 
Trip Yesterday—Trouble Over the Bridge 
at Grand Tower. 


The Directors of the Merchahts’ Bridge 
Company took a trip up the Mississippi River 
yesterday to havé a look at the different points 
proposed as sites for the new bridge. They 
went as far north as Chain of Rocks. seven 
miles above the 8t. Louis bridge, and spent 
some time there examining both the east and 
west shores of the river. On their return they 
stopped at Venice and held a meeting to legal- 
ize certain action taken by the Board on this 
side of the river. The company being organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Illinois is 
required to hold all business meetings in that 
State. Then the Directors returned to this 
city which they reached about 8 o’clock. 
The sentiment expressed by almost all of them 
was in favor of the Uhain of Rocks as asite 
for the proposed bridge. 

PRESIDENT COBB 
said this morning: ‘‘I believe the best site 
we could find is at Chain of Rocks. We can 
build a bridge more cheaply and obtain term!- 
nals more cheaply there than we can anywhere 
else along the river. On this side of the river 
the bigh bluffs afford us a support without the 
necessity of along incline to reach the level. 


We can build a bridge there, I 
think, for $1,500,000. The land necessary 
for terminals can be obtained at very 


fair prices and much more cheaply than land 
elsewhere. The only objection to itis the 
distance from the terminiof the railroads in 
East St. Louis and the long detour they would 
have to make. But there are many other 
things to be considered. It is not improbable 


that the water-works will be one day 
moved up there and will make property 
there more valuable. We have virtually 


obtained refusals onthe property needed for 
terminals. We can take no action, however, 
and cometo no absolute decision until we 
know what the Municipal Assembly is going 
to do with our terminal bill. We 
cannot build | our bridge until we 
are assured of terminal facilities. We 
would be foolish to announce our choice of 
one side or another when we are not sure that 
the consummation of all our plans will not 
be postponed twelve months. I think our 
terminal bill will pass the Council, but lam 
not sure that it will pass the House. Ifthe House 
delays action on it until adjournment our 
work willbe postponed until the Municipal 
Assembly meets again. We have not com- 
mitted ourselves to the Chain of Rocks, butl 
believe now it is the best site, and so do the 
other directors. Wehave not spoken to any 
of the railroad men about it yet, Po 

H. 0. HAARSTIC 
when asked his opinivun of Chain of Rocks as 
asite for the new bridge, said: ‘‘The com- 
pany could not choose a better one. It 
should have been the site of the present 
bridge,’’ When the _ difficulty of the 
distance was suggested, Mr. Haarstick said: 
‘‘That makes very little difference. Whena 
car ia started itdoes not make much differ- 
ence if it is run five miles more or less. Chain 
of Rocks is the best site that could have been 
selected.’’ 

It is understood that 
MAYOR FRANCIS 

is not altogether in favor of the Chain of 
Rocks because ofits remoteness from the 
business centre although he acknowledges 
its advantages in other respects. Still the 
cost of approaches will weigh very heavily 
with the bridse directors in their choice of a 
site, and as the ground at Chain of Rocks can 
be bought by the acre Mr. Francis may tind 
the advantages outweighing the objections. 

FRANK GAIENNIE, 
President of the Exchange, said: ‘‘I should 
think that North Market street would be a bet- 
ter site for the bridge than Chain of Rocks. 
StillI have not looked into the matter far 
enough to think of condemning Chain of 
Rocks.’’ 

SECRETARY KELLY 
of the Transportation Committee, who went 
upthe river withthe directors of the Bridge 
Company, is an an enthusiastic supporter of 
the Chain of Rocks site. ‘‘No one who has 
seen it,’’ said he, ‘‘can fail to see its ad- 
vantages. It will save the Bridge Company 
a great deal of money and it will make the 
most acceptable sita along the river front. 
It is not too farup, and there is no reason 
why a little town should not be built up at 
that point. With rapid transit it could be 
made almost as close to the center of the 
city as Grand avenue.’’ 

THE CHAIN OF ROCKS 
was selected asa site by two companies here- 
tofore organized for the construction of 
bridges across the Mississippi at St. Louis. 
These companies were organized for com- 
mercial purposes. Their ideas were not 
at all philanthropic. They expected to make 
money out of their enterprises. They saw the 
advantages of Chain of Rocks as a bridge site. 
The river at this point is 3,600 feet wide. The 
average depth to rock from the City Directrix 
across the whole breadth of the _ river 
is 16.82 feet. At the deepest point it is only 
80 feet. About 1,800 feet west of the west 
bank of the river rises a high bluff. Another 


bluff, about 25 feet high, rises directly from 
the east bank of the river. If the bridge 
is erected at almost any other 


point along the river front it will be necessary 
to construct long approaches, the ground un- 


der them being almost entirely waste. At 
Chain of Rocks the bridge oan eénd 
abruptly with the bluff on the east 


side. All the grounds necessary for the 
switching of trains, depots and other terminal 
necessities can be had for very httle money. 
The bridge can be constructed for about one- 
half the amout it will cost if erected any- 
where else. There is a great difference be- 
tween the fixed charges on $2,000,000 and the 
fixed charges on $4,000,000. It may be that the 
saving in loss of transfer across the river will 
more than compensate forthe additional cost / 
of hauling trains up the river front of East St. 
Louis seven miles betore taking them across. 
COL. GEO. W. PARKER, 
General Manager of the Cairo Short Line, who 
Is not only a thorough practical railroad man, 
but who has devoted considerable attention to 
the question of railway facilities in St. Louis, 
and is in hearty sympathy with the 
movement to secure all the additional bridge 
and track facilities peewee’: gave an opinion 
on the location at Chain of Rocks which is of 
value to the gentiemen in charge of the 
bridge project. Col. Parker was asked whether 
he thought the location feasible, and aftera 
minute’s consideration, he replied: ‘‘Ido not 
think it desirable. Time is one of the most 
important factors in the railroad manage- 
mentand every mile youadd toaroad at the 
terminus is so much time which must be 
expended. Extra distance in a terminal 
track counts for more than on the road, 
as the trains must be handied 
in a different way, tha movement 
is necéssarily siow and cautious, and 
isswitching and other delaying work to oe 


done. Ishould say, therefore, that the loca- 
tion is at too great distance from 
the termini of the roads and 
from the city. The nearer the 
bridge is to the business center 
the better, and it is almost 


necessary that it should be within the focus of 
the roads terminating here. The roads com- 
ing infrom the North could use it, but it 
would be too far fo the directly 
East, Southeast and Southern roads. 
The bridge should be able to focus ail the 
roads witnin ashort distance. It would be pos- 
sible to use a bridge located at the end of ons 
of the outside roads. All the others could 
be brought to it on a it line without 
trouble, but to go outside af this focus means 
the buliding ofanother froadand taking the 
other road overit, which isa big piece of 
work and is destraictive of time and is 
inconvenient and #xpensive. The bridge 
should be bailt af’ near the city as possibile. 
The site is attract#Vve, I suppose, On account of 
the cost, but tl cheapest bridge would be 
dear if the railubads could not use it.’’

EQUALIZE TAXATION FIRST. 


Doubtless the gentlemen in the Legisla- 
ture who have been fighting against the 
enforcement of the Constitution would 
have adjourned that body weeks ago, and 
are very eager to adjourn it now. Others 
may feel that the present General Assem- 
bly will have made a good enough record 
and may afford to adjourn as soon as it 
shall have passed the necessary appro- 
priation bills and the necessary laws for 
the enforcement of the railroad provisions 
of the Constitution. But to adjourn with- 
out making or attempting to make some 
better provision for the equalization of 
taxes in this State is to prove the present 
Legislature as callous as its predecessors 
to the gross injustice and grievous. wrongs 
inflicted upon some parts of the State and 
some classes of property-holders by the 
operation of our tax system. 

Both by legislators and by the State 

officers who have constituted the succes- 
sive State Boards of Equalization the 
mandates of the Constitution with refer- 
ence to taxation have been as persistently 
nullified as those which relate to the rail- 
roads. Figures, official figures, which 
stare every member of the Legislature in 
the face, show that the record of our rail- 
road and county assessments is a record 
of glaring inequalities and wrongs which 
itis not easy to distinguish from down- 
right robbery. The difference of assess- 
ment in, proportion to actual value is 
equivalent to the imposition on St. Louis 
real estate of a rate of taxation three 
times the rate imposed on railroads, and 
all the counties and cities which are com- 
pelled by their debts or local necessities to 
assess property at something like its 
actual value suffer more or less in this 
way. 
We have shown how 38,000 miles of rail- 
road were assessed at a higher valuation 
in the hard times of 1875 than 5,000 miles 
are assessed at in 1886; how 3,000 miles 
were assessed at $45,000,000 when the grass- 
hoppers had aggravated in 1875 the par- 
alysis following the panic of 1873, and how 
4,007 miles were assessed at only $27,484,000 
in the flush times of 1880. Wehave shown 
how, as the railroads grew and nearly 
doubled their mileage and more than 
doubled their earnings, their aggregate 
assessment has been reduced in the last 
fifteen years, while $53,000,000, or $11,000,- 
000 more than the entire railroad assess- 
ment of this year, has been added to the 
assessment of St. Louis. We have shown 
how some of the best counties in the State 
have suffered in the same way from in- 
creased assessments while other counties 
that. have doubled or tripled their popula- 
tion, wealth and production, are actually 
paying less in State taxes now than they 
did fifteen years ago. 

Is there no sense of right in the Legis- 
lature to be aroused by wrongs like these? 
Such discrimination is in plain opposition 
to the spirit and the mandates of the Con- 
stitution. How much longer will the 
people of St. Louis and Kansas City stand 
it, and still continue to poll the heavy 
Democratic vote which alone makes Mis- 
souri a Democratic State?

POLITICS IN THE SCHOOLS, 


At the last meeting of the Hendricks 
Association, a Democratic political club 
of this city, several important questions 
of statesmanship, especially those relat- 
ing to the bleeding of candidates, were 
laid over on account of the absence of a 
number of prominent members of the as- 
sociation who were then in Jefferson City 
lobbying against the Drabelle bill, which 
proposes to separate public school man- 
agement from party politics. 

What a remarkable spectacle is’ here 
presented for public admiration. The 
control of the public schools is essentially 
a non-political question. There is every 
good and honest reason for wishing to 
have all questions connected with the 
public schools kept free from connection 
with politics, and especially with ward 
politics. Every parent in St. Louis 
who is not a ward politician desires 
to see the separation made com- 
plete and absolute; and, yet, when 
an honest and disinterested effort is 
made to effect the separation we find the 
name of Democracy invoked to prevent it, 
aud the intiuence of Democrats exerted in 
opposition to reform and to common 
sense. 

There is no Democracy in such attempts 
to pervert the public schools. It is mere 
partisanship, equally odious whether 
carried on by Republicans or Democrats, 
and opposed to every idea of sound school 
management and public welfare.

Each century takes its ordinal designa- 
tion from the centurial year which con- 
cludes it. To hold that the centurial year 
is not included within the century, count- 
ing from any event, is to hold that ninety- 
nine years make a century. The Chris- 
tian era will not be 1900 years old till the 
end of the year 1900. At 12 p.m. January 
1, 1900, it will be just 1899 years and one 
day old, and the twentieth century will 
begin with January 1, 1901.

A DELAY WHICH IS PLEASING THE PACI- 
FIC RAILBOAD LOBBY. 


The Speaker’s Refusal to Recognize Mr. 
Crisp — A Dangerous Delay — Senator 
Hoar Misinformed Regarding the Pa- 
cific Stockholders—Some Inside Facts 

_ and Figures.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 2.—The Pa- 
cific investigation resolution could have been 
considered in the House yesterday afternoon 
if Speaker Carlisle had been ‘Willing to recog- 
nize Mr. Crisp. The Pacific Railroad Com- 
mittee met and authorized its chairmam to 
present the measure to the House and ask that 
it be sent to a committee of conference so that 
it would become a privileged matter which 
could be considered in either House at any 
time. It would not have taken more than ten 
minutes to have arranged this, but Mr. Car- 
lisle steadily refused to recognize Mr. 
Crisp, apparently believing that there were 
other matters entitled to a precedence. 
He has promised to recognize Mr. Crisp, how- 
ever, and will doubtless do so to-day. Every 
day's delay endangers the proposition. The 
lobby people were fairly howling with giee 
last night that they had gotten through one 
more day without action. They tell all sorts 
of exaggerated lies about what they can do, 
and claim that they have Mr. Carlisle on their 
side. When the measure passes the House 
doubtiess they will claim that the President 
will veto it. It was asubject of regret to the 
friends of this investigation that Mr. Carlisle 
did not recognize Mr. Crisp yesterday after- 
noon instead of Mr. Belmont. If he had done 
so, the matter would have been all settled by 
to-day. Charies Francis Adams and acrowd 
of assistants arrived yesterday to oppose the 
investigation. 

SENATOR HOAR’S STATEMENT.

Now inthe list of directors in 1886 will be 
found the following names: Fred L. Ames, 
Elisha Atkins, E. H. Baker, F. G. Dexter, 
Sidney Dillon and G. M. Dodge. Freder- 
ick Ames is the son of Oliver Ames 
of the Credit Mobilier, Sidney Dillon has 


been for many years President of the Credit 
Mobilier, G. M. Dodge was one its most ac- 
tive Washington agents, and the other gentle- 
nen all held stock im and through that period. 
Uut of the 6,800 stockholders, 150 hold over 
350,000 shares and so control elections and 
management as against the 6,650 stockholders, 
‘‘widows and orphans,’’ who hold 258,000 
Shares. Evidently, Mr. Hoar has been im- 
posed upon by somebody. He is further re- 
ported as saying (page 2,4890f the Record) ‘‘I 
have shown that every dollar of that entire 
stock has changed hands since 1880, and is 
heid by the class of person whom 
Mr. Adams describes in the extract 
I read. Now, the new persons bought it 
witb your leave, and paid dollar for dollar for 
it. The etock was up at 116 when a large por- 
tion of these people, om Mr. Adams’ assur- 
ance, made a purchase, and Jay Gould sold 
out and cleared out and they removed the 
office to Bosten, and the stockholders elected 
the directors, men of standing and character 
in the business world. Haying taken that 
stock by your leave, which they bought in tne 
open market, they proceeded to pay into the 
treasury of that road, $10,000,000 of new capital 
to equip it, and it has been done within the 
last three years. It was paid on stock, dollar 
for dollar, 100 cents at one time.’’ 
THE ADDITIONAL STOCK. 
That $10,000, 000 of additional stock was isaued 
in 1881 uader the Dillon and Gould adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the company. The 
principal holders are men who held large 
blocks in 1880. The new and small stockhoid- 
ers arein a minority as to voting powers. 
Mr. Adams came into the presidency long be- 
fore 184 and iong before that the stock had 
been taken up by small holders owing to its 
7 per cent dividend capacity. A majority of 
the present directors have been directors for 
many years. Who are the new men besides 
Adams tnat are said to be ‘*men of stand- 
ing and character inthe business world,’’ and 
are they any more so than the old directors? 
As to how that $10,000,000 was paid for and 
what was done with it the investigation may 
reveal. If ‘‘the ring’’ induced Adams to make 
statements upou which ordinarily shrewd 
New Englanders bought Union Pacific at 116 
three years ago, and the stock is now down to 
58, the sufferers should look to Adams and 
‘*the ring’’ for comfort, not to Uncle Sam. 
Whenever the Senator went into matters of 
account he got beyond his depth. On page 
2,433 he says: ‘‘The Government doés not al- 
low the expenses for a new bridge, or new 
rails, or new cars, oranything which keeps 
the road up with the times, or for a side track 
or a new depot or anything.’’ 
THIS IS A TREMENDOUS MISTAKE. 

On page 11 of the report of the Commis- 
sioner of Railroads for 1885 it appears tnat 
$574,546 was expended for such purposes on 
the Union Division—$37,780 on the Kansas Di- 
vision. This was allowed as an operating ex- 
pense and deducted by the Government in 
order to ascertain the net earnings under the 
law. And so with other years, from November 
6, 1869, down to the present, so that the total 
of such expenditures, reaching $15,000,000 or 
more, by alithese subsidized roads, has seri- 
ously interfered with the operation of the 
Thurman act, 2 per cent of it being lost to the 
Government sinking fund interest account. 
The Senator could not understand, appa- 
rently, how these large items could be con- 
sidered ‘‘operating expenses,’’ and at the 
same time be charged to the coastruction and 
equipment account, and so concluded that 
they were not allowed by the Government. 
Just here is where some of Mr. Adams’ jug- 
gierycomesin. Although treated as an ex- 
pense so farasthe Government is concerned, 
these items are not charged to the income ac- 
count with other expenditures, as they should 
be, but are put into

accounts, sO asto accumulate for fyture dis- 
tribution after the company has obtained a 
final settlement with the Government. The 
company dares not do so before they pay into 
the treasury 25 per cent of these accumula- 
tion accounts. In another Jase Mr. Hoar is 
reported as saying: ‘‘The effect of this 40 per 
cent would be 4 bankruptcy to this 
road.’’ Nota bit of it. ee 76. of the 
company’s own report for 1885, it Is stated 
that the surplus for dividends in 1885 was 
$3 444,281.27 and in 1884 $3,775,563.10, equivalent 
to ~ yy per cent on the stock for the two 
years. ow an additional payment to the 
ooeseness amounting to $1,300,000 a year, is

Such a payment would simply 
reduce the annual dividend to about 4or5 or 
7 per cent on the present market price of the 
stock. These large surplus earnings are 
found after paying over $1,700,000 a year for 
the maintenence of new rails, over ,000 a 
ear for eastern expenses ; $5,700,000 a year for 
nterests, $600,000a year for the comrany’s 
own sinking funds, and $1,200,000 a year for 
Government requirements.

CHANGE OF VENUE IN THE POPLAR STREET 
TRACK DAMAGE SUIT. 


A Breeze Created by the Application—The 
Johnston Orphans—Doings in the Di- 
vorce Laundry—Judge Barclay’s Batch 
of Decisions—New Suits Filed To-Day— 
Matters in Litigation. 


Somewhat of a breeze was created in Judge 
Valliant’s court to-day at the motion-hour, 
when an application was presented for a 
change of venuein the Cunningham damage 
suit against the People’s Railway Company, 
Chouteau avenue and Fourth Street Line. The 
Court yesterday had set aside a verdict ot $25,000 
rendered bya jury in favor of Mrs. Juliet Cun- 
ningham, who was permanently injured by 
jumping from a car at the Poplar street level 
crossing one Morning In August, 1885. The 
brake-chain broke andthe car in which Mrs. 
Cunningham was seated was in immi- 
nent danger, as a locomotive was 
coming up Poplar street at rapid 
Speed. Nearly all the passengers in the 
street car jumped to saye their lives, but the 
driver by whipping up his horses managed to 
clear the crossing safely. The Court set aside 
the verdict as unreasonable in amount. 

This morning Mr. Henry W. Bond, for 
Dickson Ounningham, busband of the injured 
lady, filed an affidavit in support of the 
motion for change of venue stat- 
ing that the petitioner had good 
cause to believe that he could not havea fair

n the suit had an undue influence over the 
mind of the Judge. , 

_Mr. Finkelnburg for thegPeople’s Railway 
Oompany claimed the right to be 
heard upon the application, remarking that 
it was guite unusual under the circumstances.

PRESIDETIAL PREJUDICE, 


The Public Building Bills Approved and 
Vetoed by Mr. Cleveland, 

By Telegraph to the PosT-Dtspartcu. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 2.—The Presi- 
dent’s veto of the appropriation for a public 
building at Lafayette, Ind., is the first vetd of 
an appropriation fora public building in any 
Northern State which carried for Cleveland. 
The majority of his vetoes of public buildings 
have been in towns which opposed him. A 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette has prepared the following statement 
concerning the veto and approval of the pub- 
lic building bills under the Cleveland adminis- 
tration: 

During the lifetime of the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress and his sojourn in the White House Mr. 


Cleveland has approved eight public 
building bills, all from the South, 
and vetoed eight, all from the North, 


except one. Ohio had three bills for public 
buildings, at Zanesville, Dayton and Ports- 
mouth. These were all vetoed. During the 
last fiscal year Ohio paid into the Treasury 
$12,921,349.10, while Alabama, Arkansas, 
Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Delaware, Maryland, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Tennessee and Texas, fourteen 
Southern States, paid but $10,558, 861.01—that is, 
Ohio alone paid into the Treasury over $2,000, - 
000 more than all those Southern States 
together, leaving out Kentucky, with the 
revenue she pays on whisky. She pays above 
$16,000,000 on that article, and the effects of it 
cost the country untold millions in money, 
misery and suffering incalculable. 


SOP TO SUPPORTERS. 

The President does not look to Ohio for any 
help in obtaining his re-election, but he does 
look to and cater to and sell his patronage to 
the ex-Confederate States and New York in 
the most open and glaring manner, Consider 
the following statement, which might be made 
much fuller and more elaborate, with much 
more telling effect: Bills approved during the 
first session, for public buildings, by the 
President, were for the following cities, with 
population given under the census of 1880:

In some of his vetoes the President lays 
stress upon the fact that no United States 
Court is held in the town where itis proposed 
to erect the public buildings, and he anproved 
bills for Augusta, Houston and Owensboro, 
where no courts are heid. Houston has a Post- 
oftice only, while Dayton has a Post-office and 
Collector of Internal Revenue. Lynn has a Post- 
office only, but a population of 650,000, 
and the net income of its Post-office 
is over $25,000, while that of Houston is $12,000. 
The little dead-and-alive towns of the 
South get their bilis for public oe 
promptly signed, while the livé and flourish- 
ing towns of the North are as promptly treated 
toaveto. Owensboro, with her 7,000 people, 
gets her $50,000 for a public building, while 
Dayton, with a population enormously in- 
creased over tbe census of 1880, is refused in 
vetoes containing some coarse jests after the 
manner of the President’s very funny sar- 
casms in his pension vetocs, when he never 
neglected a chance to have a little fun atthe 
expense of the applicant.

RESIGNS A FAT OFFICE. 


Jury Commissioner Louls Chauvenet to Go 
Out of Office With Judge Treat. 


This morning United States Jury Commis- 
sioner Louis Chauvenet wrote his resignation 
of the office he bas held for between six 
and seven years. The letter was placed in 
Judge Treat’s hands and will probably be 
acted upon by him, though it is not Ikely 
that Mr. Chauvenet’s successor will be 
immediately appointed. Probably Judge 


Thayer will have to select some competent 
and atthe same time public spirited citizen 
for the position. Mr. Chauvenet waa this 
morning discussing the succession of United 
States District Court Clerk Morgan to Mr. 
Clark, who has just retired. ‘‘It amuses me 
to see occasionally in the pe ers notices of men 
appointed to ‘fat Federal offies.’ when I know 
that the office is the reverse of remunerative. 
Mr. Olark it has been said did no work and 
poomesed the rich emoluments of the position. 

e did little because he has had little to do 
and his compensation has been much smaller. 

6 has done weil if in the last three or four 
years he has made a $1,000 a year.’’ 

‘*Yes, or half ofthat,’’ remarked Clerk Mor- 
gan who was listening. 

‘*‘I know,’’ continued Mr. Chauvenet, ‘‘that 
in some years he has had to put his hand into 
his own pocket to pay office expenses. My 
office has been spoken of as a fat one. Do 
— know whatmy compensation has been? 

xactly $60 per year less expenses. 

When _ ithe law was passed creat- 
ing the office no provision was made 
as to compensation. Judge Treat appointed 
métobe Jury Commissioner in this district. 
He did not know what the pay would be, he 
said, but thought it wuuld be worth my while. 
Attorney-General Devins was written con- 
cerning the matter, and he replied advising an 
allowance of $5 per day for not more than three 
days in each court term. There are in this dis- 
trict two terms of the Circuit Court and two 
of the District Court. My first year I had 
blanks printed for the collection of the names 
of men in the district eligible for jury service. 
In sending those out and in collating the 
names returned I incurred expense amounting 
to $53. I putinaciaim forthat sum, and, al- 
though it was approved by Judge Treat, At- 
torney-General Brewster would not allow 
it. Oo my compensation for the first 
year was $7. I retained the position on the 
request of Messrs. Selby and Morgan all these 
years. I have never made any attempt to 
have the compensation increased since Brews- 
ter disallowed my expense Dill. My lists of 
names are pretty old now. They have to be 
revised every two or three years or too 
many dead men will be drawn. I have gotten 
up in my term two lists of about 8,000 ndmes, 
but I am now writing my resignation, that 
some other public-spirited citizen may do the 
work and receive the generous allowance the 
Government makes for the service.’’ 
The office of Jury Commissioner was created 
by a rider on the appropriation bill of June 30, 
1879, which also amended sections 800, 801, 
820, 821, which relate to urors. The 
portion with relation to the Commissioner 
reads: 

‘‘All such jurors, gran and petit, includ- 

ing those summoned during the session of 
the court, shall be publicly drawn from a 
box containing, at the time of the drawing, 
the names of not less than 300 persons possess- 
ing the qualifications prescribed in 
section 800 of the Revised Statutes, which 
names shall have been placed therein by the 
clerk of such court, and a commissioner to be 
appointed by the Judge thereof, which com- 
missioner shall bea citizen of good standing 
residing inthe district in which such court is 
held,and a well known member ofthe principal 
political party in the district in which the 
court is held opposing that to which the clerk 
— belong, the clerk and said Commissioner, 
each to place one name in said box alter- 
nately, without reference to party affiliations, 
until the whole number required shall be 
placed therein.’’ 
Mr. Chauvenet is a Democrat. Clerk Selby 
of the Circuit Court is a Republican, as are ex- 
District Clerk Clark and the present District 
Clerk Morgan. Under the law as above quoted 
a Democrat must be appointed to succeed Mr. 
Chauvenet. There will hardly bea scramble 
for the position.

on it until after March 16, and 


adjourning without making any provision for 
the payment of the running expenses of the 
state Government for the ensuing two years. 
Even should the plan succeed, it is doubtful if 
Gov. Marmaduke will call the General Assem- 
ply together again. The Governor’s under- 
sanding of the law is that, should the Legis- 
jature be unable to dispose of needed legisla- 
tion within the seventy days’ limit, it may re- 
main insessionas long thereafter as neces- 
sary toaccomplish that purpose, and should 
the present body adjourn without passing the 
general appropriation bill, he will place the 


responsibility where it belongs. The milk in 
the cocoanut is the fact that, after the seventy 
days of the regular session have expired, 
members draw only $1 per day, but a called 
gession would give the members $5 per day. 

After the expiration of the morning hour, 
Mr. Knappof St. Louis moved to reconsider 
the vote by which the a resolution 
wasadopted.

THE SENATE.

THE ARMOUR INTERVIEW. 


The Use of Cotten Seed Pil to Adulterate 
Lard Critictsed. 


NEw YORK, March 2.—The Armour interview 
sent out from Galveston last Monday is excit- 
ing great interest, notonly dmong capitalists 
in Wall street, but among all those who are 
opposed to the adulteration of food. The 
Times devotes a long editorialto the subject 
this morning. The following is a portion of it: 
Mr.Pbilip D. Armour of Chicago and his asso- 


ciates own and operate, it is said, the 
largest establishment in the world for 
the manufacture and sale of lard 
and other hog products. Persons who 


know how great an evil the adulteration of 
food has come to be in this country, may be 
interested in the frank admissions made by 
Mr. Armour, fin Galveston, concerning his 
alleged intention toform a company with $10,- 
000,000 for the manufacture of cotton seed oil. 
Here is what the great pork packer said about 
his interest inthe cotton seed oil business: 
‘*The use of cotton seed oilin manufactures of 
lard and hog products has grown to such an 
extentin late years that my establishments 
alone consume one-fifth of thé tetal cotton 
oil produced in the United States. Hence the 
cotton seed oll isan important item to my 
.’* He also stated that the American 
Cotton Oil Trust, which now controls almost 
the entire business of making oil from 
cottonseed, had entered his fieid as a lard 
roducer by the purchase ofa large packing 
ouse in Chicago. 

‘*Do Armour & Co,, sell cotton seed oil? No; 
they sell lard, and consumers who buy their 
lard do not know that cottOn seed oil was 
used as an aduiterant. A ton of cotton seed 
—— from thirty-five to forty gallons of oil. 

he oil product last year was from 17,500,000 to 
20,000,000 gallons. Mr. Armour admits that he 
used in his lard factory one-tifth of this, or 


from 8,500 ,000 to 4,000,000 gallons. 
It appears that exporters and Armour 
& Co. take about one-half of the 


entire product. A large quantity must be 
used by other manufacturers of lard who 
compete with Armour & Co. It is asserted that 
a large part of the remainder is used by man- 
facturers of cheese, and mérchants 
in the cheese trade declare that 
this adulteration injuriously affects our 
export trade, the quantity of cheese exported 
having fallen from 147,935,615 pounds in 1881 to 
86, 268,685 pounds in 1886. The admissions of 
Mr. Armour are a notable addition to the sta- 
tistics of adulteration. They were made open- 
ly and frankly. Now, will Mr. Armour, in the 
same spirit of frankness, s0 mark every pack- 
age of his lard that the consumer who buys

The Friends of the Constitution Victorious 
—The Final Passage of the Bill Assured 
—State Politics at the Capital—Judge J.

JEFFERSON Citr, March 1.—‘*The friends of 
the Constitution,’’ ag they have frequently 
styled themséives during the contest ef the 
past two weeks, obtained a decisive victory in 
the House yesterday in the defeat of the Buck- 
ner substitute and the engrossment of the 
Internal Improvement Committee’s anti-dis- 
crimination railroad bill.

bill comes as néar to it as any other could and 
that it will receive an overwhelming major- 
ity.’’

KILLED WITH A BRICK. 


A Saloon Row This Morning Which Will 
Surely End in a Death. 


A saloon fight, which in all probabllity will 
have a fatal termination, occurred at 1 o’olock 
this morning at Dominic Ginocchio’s saloon 
on the northwest cornet of Fourteenth and 
Pine streets. John F. Cox, aclerk in the City 
Hall, wasin the saioon when Martin Doyle, 
one of the extra conductors en the Olive street 
line, entered. He soon became engaged ina 
wrangle with Cox, and Ginocchio came from 
behind the bar and ejected Doyle from the 


saloon. The conductor went outside and re- 
turned in a minute with a brick. He 
huried it at the saloon-keeper, striking him 
on the left side of the head and inflicting a 
wound from which the blood flowed freely. 
Cox, Ginocchio and a young man named 
Graham cornered Doyle in thé saloon and 
blew a police whistle. Officers Wilsen and 
Zeigler hurried up from Twelfth and Pine 
streets and placed him under arrest. He was 
brought to the Four Courts and locked up on 
a charge of disturbing the peace, Mr. Ginoc- 
chio walking down to the station with the offi- 
cers and their prisoner.It was not thought at the 
time that the injury amounted to much, but 
when the saloon-keeper went over t» the City 
Dispensary, Dr. Priest, who examined and 
dressed the wound, stated that the skull was 
badly fractured and the injury very danger- 
ous. Ginocchio walked home, and about 8 
O'clock became unconscious. Drs. Conery 
and Mudd were summoned and removed a 
large piece of the fractared skull. They 
stated thatthe wound was almost certain to 
rove fatal. Ever since 8 o’clock this morn- 
ng Ginocchio has remained unconscious. A 
warrant for assault to kill has been taken out 
against Doyle to await the result of his vic- 
tim’s injury.
